The 1909-10 cotton crop will dis­ 
tribute $38,000^)00 among the Okla­ 
homa farmers. 
Authentic reports on

mately 425,000 'bales have been niar- 
koted, this number being considered 
75 per cent of the Oklahoma crop this 
season. 
R. T. H arriss of the Harriss-Irby 
Cotton company thinks the cotton far­ 
m ers are a lucky set, and believes 
th at 
their 
good 
fortunes 
will 
not 
cease with the marketeing of the last 
bale of cotton which was raised this 
season. (He bases this assumption on 
the 
fact 
that the 
world -demands 
nearly 14,000,000 bales of American- 
grown cotton, while this season's crop 
will not, it is approximated, exceed 
11,000,000 bales, a shortage of 3,000,- 
000 bales. The demand for cotton prod 
nets 
naturally 
increases 
as 
the 
population of the world increases, and

the m anufacturers will start in the 
new year with this shortage to con­ 
tend with, and thus the prospects for 
the cotton farm er to have another in­ 
ning in 1911-12 are bright. 
The Oklahoma cotton crop for the 
1908-09 season reached 705,000 bales, 
and brought $28,000,000. The 1909-10 
crop will not exceed 575,000 bales, but 
for this short crop the farm ers will 
be paid 
$33,000,000, 
or 
$10,000,000 
more than for the former crop. For 
the 1908-09 crop the farm er receiv­ 
ed about $40 per able for his lint 
cotton and about $S per bale for the 
seed out of each bale of lint. TY>r the 
1909-40 crop the farmer is receiving 
about $67 for each bale of lint cot­ 
ton and about $13 for the seed out 
of each lint bale, which is $32 more 
per bale for the present crop than 
he received for the next preceding 
crop. 
While the above figures show con­ 
clusively that the Oklahoma farm­ 
ers received $32 more per bale for 
their cotton this season than they 
did the season previous to this, the 
increase, which cannot be definitely 
stated, was even greater, due to the 
facts that gathering of the lesser
